capital in order to obtain a larger share of the public de~ 
| posits, After the capital had been raised to five millions, 
| the new shares were disposed of with reckless haste. 
The Committee say on thie point, “ Experience, it is 
true, has demonstrated that an increase of the capital of 
a banking institution does not always increase its utility 
or its value, ether to the Stockholders or to the commu- 
| nity at large. But hed the additional capital of this Bank 
| been paid in by the sabsecribers in good faith, instead of 
placing ther promissary notes in the Bank in lieu of the 
| money, to be renewed indefinitely in some cases, even 
| without paving the interest, the increase of capital might 
| at least have been harmless, if not beneficial, in its effects 
| upon the interests of the Stockholders and the commu- 
| nity. But such appears to have heen the avidity with 
which the Directors sought to get rid of the stock, in 
| order tu obtarn the largest amount of public deposits con-

cowardice and vanity) often sinks at the outact, before a 
rivalry which a bref season of exortion would teach him 


him from the field which he has chosen, [1 is oftener 
vanity than modesty—a vanity whieh fears failure to 
reach its own over-elevated standard; et cowardice—a 
cowardice which shrinks from that of which it believes 
Hsetf to he capable ;—or a sluggishness, which, though it 
would graciously accept the laurel, were it twined by 
vther hands around ite droway brows, dares not strike or 
struggle for it, These weaknesses genersily find « self 
excuse. Were it not so, the clipped cagies whom we 
too often find im the hurabler circles of the profresons, 
would bong since have displaced the confident and oracu- 
lar owls that heavily flap and flatter above them. 

Nor are the influences of this weakness bess felt in the 
circles of trade and businem. He whe by slow gains, 
studiously hoarded, seeks to wis, the sufficiency that wit! 
feed him in age and bury him in death, may do it with- 
out courage. Avarice has often effected this, and avance 
ix nothing bet the cowardice of cupidity. But he whe 
would achieve a more liberal position, needs courage ind 
fortitude. Mere enterprise is not courage. Truc coursre 
werghs its designs before it adopts them, snd tben ad- 
heres to them through every reverse, and it eekiom fails. 
He who trembles at every ramor, and changes with every 
change, seldom wins affluence. The abeence of this 
commercial virtue, the proence of panic, distrust snd 
change, have shed universal dismay and calamity wpon 
our city, The words of Seneca describing « city con- 
sumed, do not exaggerate the fate to which » want of 
firmness and fidelity to self, has led us: “ana dies in- 
terest inter maximem civitatem—et nullam.” Perhaps 
there is no successful merchant living, who cannot reter 
to a crisis in his affairs, when a want of fortitude and a 
betrayal of his embarrasaments, would not have indeced 
ruin and beggary. 

In public life the necessity of that forutude which con- 
stitutes the dignity of man, is still more conspicuous. 
Without it, no peblic man can be honest. The true 
rale is, 

= To thine own self be trae, 
‘Then wilt thow not be false to any mon.” 
The dread of the censure of the wise and good is a vir- 
tue; but the fear of miscreated popular opinion is, in all 
stations, inconsistent with honesty. And it is, even with 
the politician, the party astrologer who calculates his 
| destiny, as it is ruled by the revolutions, not of the 
| heavenly, but earthly masses, equally inconsistent with 
| success. Poltics ts a moderated state of war, and coursge 
| is there as necessary as in a campaign. The want of it 





enemies—a policy like that of Rome in her decline, who 
weakened herself and strengthened her foes, by bribes 
| and concessions which assured her fall. It induces a 
| betrayal of friends im their time of weakness ; forgetful 
| that the example must be visited upon the exemplar, for 
| mo one w trae to the man who is faler tw others lt 
| leads to expedients, which stimulate for cae moment, 
| and betray to greater weakness the next; and it em 
| bences every diseased error that may woo it, false to the 
truth which it had wedded, and which alone will be true 
jto it, The mind has no more divine stiribate than « 
| lowe of true glory ; it has no more feeble and contemp- 
| tible meanness than the pruriency of mere praise. Newt 
| to the desire of a divine immortality, is the glory per- 
| petuated by the memory of good deeds. Sach were the 
sentiments that led Cicero, perhaps the most perfect 
| character of olden recon!, to entreat his fnend Lucceius

| to write his life, avowing and glorying in his bope of 
| immortality. But between the ambition which seks, 
| even im ite setting, and after it, to leave a glow upon the 
| world which it has warmed and lighted, and the vanity 
that claims iuminediate flattery, there is ail the diflerrnce 
| that exists between the glow-worm that lights itx betle 
| blade of grass, and the san that foods the universe with 
| radiance. The mere love of praise, deserved or not, 
| from the wise or the worthless, is « disease which infects 
| all the mind. To gain it, the readiest paths are pursued

preferred the first station in « fronticr village to the 
secomd at Rome ; a lofier and purer philosophy would 
teach, that the first place in the affections of a virtuous 
household is a more shining position than any which 
the meanness of perverted political life can confer. For 
what, at last, are the rewards of political life’ A few— 
Jet us hebeve the worthy—clamber up, over every crush- 
ed enjoyment, into a barren greatness, to encounter envy 
and hatred (whieh Cyprian calls the serra anima, the 
saws of the soul,) to be the subject of calumny, ingrati- 
tude and wrong ; and after a period spent upon the reck 
of office, they retire, with health, intellect, and fortune 
wasted, to a hame which politics too often readers deso- 
late. But to the mass of aspirants, its crown of thorns 
1s not even surmounted by the idle feather that tells ite 
unbappy triumph. In this country, no man is sbi nati ; 
every good citizen is bound to participate in the duties 
which guard the common weal; but no wise man will 
mingle farther im the strife than pstrictiam demands. 
Perhaps no man ever acted in public life without resli- 
ting the justice of the remark of the Demosthenes, who 
saud that, if to be a judge or be conderaned, were put to 
his chowe, he would be condemned. 

It would be profitable to trace the presence and results 
of the want of «pant and independence upon our general 
modes of thought ; expecially in relation to literature, and 
the capacity of the race for improvement. In literature, 
it must be owned that we have not achieved what might 
have been expected from us. We have thrown off 
nomunal dependence upon Europe , but the chains whieb 
are heavsest and most benumbing — those which wrap the 
mind—are still upon us. Our native land, our posinon, 
history and destinies, grand and peculiar as they are, 
should have, but heve not, a literature of their own. In 
hatuts of mind, taste and semtument, we are still a province, 
and lack the spirit even to will our independence. Our 
authors are forced to wnte for English taste and English 
approbation, to secure Amencan applause. Until we can 
acquire the spirit which thinks and acts for and from 
iteelt, we cannot expect to win or deserve great excellence 
in anything.

If this were not so, we should not discover by 
analysix, that the organic matter of plants were com- 
poser! of vanous substances, and that a portion of thea« 
had been evidently abstracted from the atmosphere. ‘The 
theory of Leibig would inculcate the belief thet the 
plants denve their sale substance from atmospheric 

sources ; but deterring as we do to the ability with which 
he has treated every subject embraced by him in his a! 

mirable work, and as ingeniously ax he rupports this 
particular opinion, we are compelled by a sense of can- 
dor to declare that we dissent from it. Our opinion is, 
that the pabalum of plants is supplied from earth, ait, 
and water, and that a favorable combination of condition, 
in each, is essential to secure their growth in their 
greatest vigor, as well as the most perfect maturation of 
their roots and seed. If the ait alone were the source of 
supply, how could we detect im the aches of vegetables, 
by the aid of chemical analysis, the presence of many of 
those muneral substances whose specific giavity forbid 
the ides of their being held in rial solution, snd thus 
subject to absorption by means of the leaves of plants’ 
We freely admit that « very large portion of the nutri- 
ment of plaats ts derived from the atmosphere, and hence 
in our opinion, the great value to be derived from the 
turning in of those green crops, the constitution of whove 
leaves, are hest adapted to the absorption, and appropria- 
tion to th ives, of wrial bh . a8, for instance, 
clower, hacerne, buckwheat, and other plants of the broad 
leaved genus, because, by their inbumation more wv re- 
turned to the earth, than is extracted therefrom in the 
process of their growth, and to the amount of the excra:, 
as 9 necessary consequence, must the sur! be improved 

Experience has long since taught us, that, by the 
ploughing in of clover-leys, soils have been greatly im 
proved, not only ia texture, bet in their capacity for pro- 
duction. This fact, surely, then, goes to confirm the 
truth of the pomuen, thet a comederable portion of vege 
table nutriment i d@rnved from the atmoxphere, and 
whether that be owing to the attraction of carbon, am 
mons, of amy other gaseous substance, is by no means 
material.
